First, 
we learn from another of the “Land and Labor Library” tracts en- 
titled “The Case Plainly Stated,” that, “Land will continue to be 
bought and sold, by the same kind of paper deeds, precisely as it 
is bought and sold to-day. It will continue in precisely the same 
way to pass to devisees by will and to heirs by laws of descent and 
distribution. The right of control, of exclusive possession and do- 
minion over a tract of land, and of the free and exclusive enjoy- 
ment of all improvements on it, will be in no way abridged or dis- 
turbed.’’ In “Land and Taxation” of the same series of tracts 
Henry George himself says, “I would leave land titles as at pres- 
ent.’’
